Appearing before a joint session of 
the house and senate he presented 
recommendations touchng all of the 
major problems confronting the na­ 
tion. 
The Mellon tax reduction program 
■was given unqualified endorsement, 
but the soldiers bonus was disapprov­ 
ed. 
Entire reorganization of the freight 
rate structure was recommended and 
the chief executive declared that if 
permissive consolidation of the car­ 
riers proved ineffective, “the authori­ 
ty of the government,” would have 
to be invoked. 
American adherence to the world 
court with reservations was endorsed 
hut Mr. Coolidge declared this was 
not a partisan question and should 
not assume 
an 
“artificial 
impor­ 
tance.” 
Endorsing government assistance 
Jn 
the 
disposition 
of 
exportable 
wheat, he declared against price fix­ 
ing, against repeal of the rate sec­ 
tion of the transportation act and 
against revision of the tariff law. 
Mr. Coolidge’s address broke the 
studied silence he has maintained on 
public questions since he entered the 
white house. 
His message had been 
awaited not only because it definitely 
outlined the legislative policy of the

but 
because of the

have both 
upon his own fortunes and that of 
his party. 
In addressing congress in person, 
Mr. Coolidge adopted a custom re­ 
established by Wilson and pursued 
by Harding. 
He spoke in the house

desk in front of the speaker’s dais, 
where he had sat as vice president 
on the occasion that his late chief 
addressed congress. 
There was an unusual demand for 
tickets to the house galleries to hear 
the first speech of the new* president, 
and even standing room was at a 
premium long before he began to 
speak.

President Coolidge has to decide and de­ 
cide very soon what kind of a fight he is go­ 
ing to make for the 
nomination 
that he 
wants. 
He can make, generally speaking, 
one of two kinds. He can stand on his dig­ 
nity, so to speak, and decline to enter the 
primary contests, depending upon his rec­ 
ord to win him the victory; or he can take 
off his coat and jump into the fray,entering 
his name in the primaries, and giving C. 
Bascom Slemp carte blanche to do his best 
— or his worst. 
Unquestionably Mr. 
Coolidge 
himself 
would vastly prefer the former course. He 
has an admirably lofty conception of the 
dignity of his office and, aside from that 
he does not relish political scrambles. But 
Mr. Coolidge, the head of his party not 
by that party’s deliberate choice but by the 
accident of death, may well concede that 
in this matter he owes it to his party to con­ 
sult with it as to his course and to attach a 
good deal of weight to his party’s desires. 
He can consult with 
his 
party 
only 
through the 
party 
leaders— that is, the 
leaders of those 
elements 
of his party 
which favor or incline to favor his renomi­ 
nation; and most of these leaders are in­ 
tensely practical men. 
The chances are 
that few of them believe that standing on 
his dignity is the best way for Mr. Coolidge 
to make sure of the convention, while as for 
Mr. Coolidge’s record as a sure means of 
winning him the nomination, they are like­ 
ly to feel dubious. 
In the first place Mr. 
Coolidge has no record as yet. 
He may 
make one and make it very speedily with 
congress in session; but even if, early in the 
session, Mr. Coolidge fires the imagination 
and wins the hearty approval of the coun­ 
try, the practical leaders are likely to feel 
doubtful about a policy of letting the pri­ 
maries go. 
Why not, on the other hand, 
take advantage of the primaries to capital­ 
ize the popularity thus achieved? 
“Dignity,” remarks the Brooklyn Eagle, 
“is a fine thing for the historian to dilate 
upon. 
But 
one’s 
contemporaries are al­ 
ways skeptical about it, and save in rare 
instances, it gets nowhere in practical poli­ 
tics.” 
That seems likely to be the view of 
most of the men to whom Mr. Coolidge 
will look for advice, and it hardly seems 
probable that he will overrule them and in­ 
sist upon the 
opposite 
policy 
which he 
would so 
much 
prefer. 
It is altogether 
likely that a pretty contest is making up be­ 
tween the ingenious Mr. Hitchcock and the 
ingenious Mr. Slemp, two celebrated strate­ 
gists who have never bothered much about 
dignity when there were votes to be cor­ 
ralled and who have never been accused 
of letting the grass grow’ under their feet.

MR. HUGHES AS AN ISOLATIONIST. 


Secretary of States Hughes has restated 
at some length, in an address before the 
American. Academy of Political and Social 
Science, the policy of the administration to­ 
wards Europe. 
We still cling with tenaci­ 
ty, he declared, to “the 
principle of not 
meddling in the political strife of Europe.” 
It is still our conviction, he said, that we 
had better bear the injuries which we suf­ 
fer because of conditions in Europe “than 
suffer the greater ills which would follow 
the sacrifice of our independent position. 
. 
. 
. 
The preponderant thought among 
us undoubtedly is that our influence would 
not be increased by pooling it. 
The influ­ 
ence that is due to our detachment and im­ 
partially could not long be maintained if 
we should substitute the role of a partisan 
in European quarrels.” 
All of which means that Charles Evans 
Hughes, formerly 
an 
advocate 
of 
the 
League of Nations and one of the famous 
thirty-one who signed the open letter to 
the American people urging them to vote 
for Harding as the surest means of getting 
us into the League of Nations has now be­ 
come an isolationist of the Hiram Johnson 
type. 
It is hard to make out Mr. H ughes. His 
whole statement is a defense of the policy 
of isolation. 
Yet before he became secre­ 
tary of state he was the very opposite of an 
isolationist. 
Some will say that his exper­ 
ience and knowledge gained as head of the 
state department have opened his eyes to 
the danger of the 
policy of participation 
which he formerly 
advocated. 
But that 
was not the effect which the 
experience 
and knowledge gained by him as president 
had upon Mr. Harding. 
On the contrary, 
he started as an opponent of participation 
in world affairs and was elected 
on that 
platform, but at the time of his death he 
had come to believe that active American 
participation in some new and more effec­ 
tual way in the solution of world problems 
was almost the only 
means 
of averting 
world-wide disaster. 
What he learned about world problems 
as president caused Mr. Harding to aban­ 
don the policy of isolation. Isn’t it strange, 
then, that what Mr. Hughes has learned 
about world problems as secretary of state 
has caused him to become an isolationist? 
With all due respect, it must be said that 
there are times— and this is one of them— 
when one can’t help wondering how much 
of a statesman our 
present 
secretary of 
state is and how much of a politician. 
His 
address before the Academy of Political 
and Social Science has all the ear-marks of 
a piece of political propaganda 
designed 
simply to undemine the isolation platform 
of Hiram Johnson.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., —Comme­ 
moration of the one hundreth an­ 
niversary of the 
Monroe 
Doctrine 
was continued here Saturday when 
diplomatic representatives of several 
Latin-American countries 
delivered 
addresses at a meeting of the Ameri­ 
can Academy of Political and Social 
Science, Secretary of State Hughes 
opened the 
centennial 
observance 
here last night when he spoke on the 
Monroe Doctrine under the joint aus­ 
pices of the American academy and 
the Philadelphia forum. 
Those who spoke tonight included 
Jacob O. Varela, Uruguayan minister 
to the United States; Dr. Ricardo J. 
Alfaro, minister from Panama; Sal­ 
vador Cordova, minister from Hon­ 
duras 
and 
Prof. 
Philip 
Marshall 
Brown of Princeton University. 
Dr. Alfaro said the Monroe Doc­ 
trine has rebounded to the benefit of 
the Latin-American nations, defend­ 
ing them 
from those 
possibilities 
that endanger their Independence. 
Senor Cordova declared that with­ 
out the Monroe Doctrine, the na­ 
tional territory of Honduras might 
have been placed under a foreign na­ 
tion. 
The United 
States 
has no 
valid reason or right to arrogate to it­ 
self the sole interpretation of the 
Monroe Doctrine, said Prof. Brown. 
“This doctrine is essentially a pan- 
American principle that concerns all 
the nations of this hemisphere/’ he 
said. 
“The United States 
may at 
times be 
constrained 
in an acute 
emergency to take the lead in the 
defense of this principle, but it can 
not rightfully 
claim 
it as private 
property. 
The other nations of the 
American continents properly resent 
such statements as Secretary Hughes 
unfortunately has seen fit to quote 
with approval from President Wilson 
that the Monroe Doctrine was pro­ 
claimed by the United States on her 
own authority. 
It always has been 
maintained and always will be main­ 
tained upon her responsibility.” 
From the Latin-American point of 
view, there is no sound reason, either 
in the very nature 
of the* Monroe 
Doctrine or in the inherent right of 
every nation to safeguard* its inter­ 
ests, why the United States should 
claim it as private national policy. 
The more we explain and disclaim 
the more these other American na­ 
tions suspect our ulterior motives or 
accuse us of arrogant bad manners. 
‘There is no use denying the fact 
that the recent pan-American confer­ 
ence in Santiago served in a marked 
way to increase distrust and hostili­ 
ty because of this insistence on the 
part of the United States that it 
could not permit the formulation of 
the Monroe Doctrine as a Pan-Ameri­ 
can cfoctrine to which all of these na­ 
tions could cheerfully subscribe on a 
basis of mutual equality and friendly 
confidence. 
Making due 
allowance 
for the natural courtesy and forbear­ 
ance of Latin-Americans in their of­ 
ficial comments on this subject we 
should recognize that they cannot un­ 
derstand and that 
they 
keenly re­ 
sent this unyielding defiant attitude 
of the United States. 
The results 
of this policy have been lamentable. 
The possibility of a genuino under­ 
standing and sympathy with these 
nations is becoming Increasingly dif­ 
ficult.”

A year ago we assembled 
here In memory of our dead and we 
then prayed that during the year to 
come we rrflght be spared the hand 
of the Grim Reaper, but it was so to 
1*, and today we meet and call the 
names of those who answer not. They 
have answered that other summons 
that sooner or later will come to us 
all. 
There came the sunset and ev­ 
ening star; and through the twilight 
air there came the last clear call that 
bade them cross the bar, and we are 
assembled here today to pay tribute 
to their memory. 
“What we do today for these dead 
we know that in but a little while at 
the best, the living will do for us. We 
therefore approach this service in 
sorrowq sincerity and reverence. The 
tide comes in and there is life; the 
tides goes out and there is death; a 
ceaseless ebb and flow of the sea 
that forms that barrier between us 
some other unknown shore which only 
faith can spare. 
We have but little 
more than said, “Here is life,” until 
the sands in the hour glass have run 
their course and wre hear the tolling 
of the bells of death. 
“A few days, a few deeds, a mesh 
of lights and shades, then the waves 
of the sea roll over king and king­ 
dom and levels alike the poor and 
the proud in a common sleep. 
“Whether life survives this torch 
of death we may not knowq but this 
order is committed to the belief that 
it does, else it would not hold this 
service. 
Some have insisted that a 
few days and dust and ashes are all, 
but in the language of th£ most dubi­ 
ous we find words about hope seeing 
a star and listening, loving, hearing 
the rustle of a wing, while on the 
other hand the faithful have declared 
that death is but the morning. And 
as we press with bated breath to 
know the full power, there must sure­ 
ly come to use the thought that the 
darkest hour of the night is but lit­ 
tle past, until the morning begins to 
break. 
But I speak of this only to 
suggest that this occasion was those 
who see the light beyond the valley 
of the shadow of death. 
“This beautiful service is occasion­ 
ed by death. 
It is not held so much 
in memory of death as In memory of 
life. 
It is the lives of the departed 
members that we commemorate and 
reverence by this service. 
The fact 
of death has importance only as it is 
related to life.

Father

Believes Son Was The 
Victim of Plot.

Daudet, who died in a hospital sev­ 
eral days ago from the effect of 
wounds receive d in a taxicab.

newspapers of a week ago said that 
the boy had committed suicide, but 
Leon Daudet, leader of the Royalist 
movement in France anr father of 
Philippe, is of the opinion that hi* 
son was murdered “by an atrocious 
plot” and has asked the public pros­ 
ecutor to act on an article printed 
in Libertaire, the anarchist paper, 
in which a visit of Philippe to the 
newspaper office was described. 
Leon Daudet was told by the pros­ 
ecutor that the boy’s suicide 
had 
been established beyond a possible 
doubt, and that it would be impos­ 
sible for the judicial authorities to 
do anything further unless he made 
a charge against some definite or 
indefinite persons, or could make a 
charge of corrupting a minor or of 
criminal 
libel 
against 
Libertaire 
The father agreed to prefer charges. 
Among the points requiring clari­ 
fication tdday were w'here the boy 
spent the two days that elapsed be­ 
tween his disappearance from home 
Noember 20 and his visit to the 
Libertaire 
office 
November 
22. 
George Vidal, editor of the news­ 
paper. who wrote the article 
de­ 
scribing the arrival of Philippe at 
his office on November 22, has been 
interviewed. 
The newspaper story asserted that 
the lad who described himself as 
an anarchist but refused to give any 
name except Philippe, handed Vidal 
a letter which was to be used in 
case anything happened to him. The 
editor opened this communication 
after he had learned of the myster­ 
ious taxicab suicide and found that 
it was written to Mme. Daudet. 
In 
the letter Philippe spoke of his sec­ 
ret adherence td the anarchist cause 
asserting: 
“Now, my cause sum­ 
mons me. 
I b ilieve it is my duty 
to do what I am doing.’ 
L’Action Francalse admitting that 
the communication Is in Philippe’s 
handwriting, suggests that it may 
have been written under duress, and 
demands to knoW what occurred in 
the offices of Libertaire while Pnil- 
ippe wras there. 
The royalist pub 
lication says the death of the boy 
was an act of vengeance for Ger­ 
maine Berthon, the young woman 
anarchist w'ho killed Marius Plateau 
of the staff of L’Action Francalse* 
last November. 
Vidal told the interviewers that 
he was alarmed at the extravagant 
language used by Philippe when he 
visited Libertaire and that the boy 
seemed to him to be unbalanc' d 
In the light of subsequent events. 
Vidal said to Le Matin he was con­ 
vinced Philippe planned to kill his 
own father, but w'hen his excitement 
wore off he was so overcome with 
horror at the idea that he could 
have entertained such a thought that 
he committed suicide.

BRITISH POLITICS AND OURS. 


The British have just finished one of the 
hottest political campaigns of all its his­ 
tory. 
It got hot very quickly, as indeed it 
had to if it was to engender any heat at all, 
for the campaign 
was a very 
short one, 
even for England. 
The main issue was a 
very great one—~no less than the question 
whether Great Britain shall abandon her 
traditional policy of free trade and adopt 
a protectionist system. Yet the British have 
settled this momentous question in a cam­ 
paign which to most of us seems to have 
begun day before yesterday and closed yes­ 
terday. 
That is a thought to make Americans en­ 
vious. 
We take about 
twice 
as 
many 
months as the British take weeks to get 
through a national campaign. 
Before the 
conventions in July there are preliminary 
campaigns which may begin months in ad­ 
vance of the conventions and which often 
flood the newspapers with politics. Then, 
after the conventions, come four months of 
the most strenuous 
sort of campaigning, 
with a vast amount of the public s thought 
and time given to politics. All this not only 
takes time and diverts the public mind from 
other and probably much more important 
matters; 
it also 
costs a vast 
amount of 
money. 
And after devoting all this time 
and thought and money to settling the issue 
or issues, it is gravely doubtful whether we 
settle them any more sensibly or satisfac­ 
torily than the British. 
It happens 
that the British campaign, 
coming just as we are getting ready for our 
great national 
struggle, 
came at a time 
when it was bound to illustrate and empha­ 
size the fact outlined above, namely, that 
the British plan is better than ours even if 
it be true that as a rule the British cam­ 
paigns come oftener than ours. 
Possibly it 
will set our people to thinking, but nothing 
practical can come out of it. Our campaign

ground is of no use during a war because it 
takes too long to get it out and refine it.” 
At this point Senator Lenroot took over 
the examination of the witness: 
You have said that oil in the ground 
is of no use during a war. 
Why not 
take it all out? 
We will have enough in storage to 
meet the demands of the first war, but 
when that war is over we must replace 
what we have used. 
Oh, then the oil that you propose to 
keep in the ground is for the second 
war? 
Exactly. 
It may remain there for 50 years, 
then? 
Fifty years is a long time. 
Do I understand 
that you believe 
the United States will have two wars 
in less than 50 years? 
Well, we have had an average of 
one every 25 years heretofore. 
It were easy to denounce Admiral Robin­ 
son's cold-blooded attitude and murderous 
forecast. 
Yet his is the 
typical 
military 
man's viewpoint. 
Any other army or navy 
officer would 
probably 
answer Senator 
Lenroot's questions in 
the 
same 
way. 
These men judge the future by the past— 
the only authentic formula as handed down 
by a revered state3man. 
Our army and navy officers are not the 
men to be censured. 
They are trained to 
win wars, not to prevent wars. If war is to 
be abolished, if the dream 
of 
universal, 
lasting peace is to be realized, the benefac­ 
tion must come from our statesmen— from 
the clearer vision, 
brighter 
courage and 
fijier tolerance of the men charged with 
the responsibility of public affairs. 
The Teapot Dome contract has given us 
more to think about than the magical fin-

A FEW CHOW DERS 
T 
HERE Is no more substantial, 
warming dish to serve on a cold 
night than some form of chowder. 
It may be com, fresh fish, clams, 
or salt codiish; all are appetizing 
when well prepared. 
W here fresh 
clams are to be obtained the fol­ 
lowing will be enjoyed: 
Clam Chowder.—Clean, pick over 
one quart of clams, using a cupful 
of cold w ater; drain* reserving the 
liquor and heat to the boiling point, 
then strain. 
Chop fine the hard 
parts of the clams, cut pork into 
small pieces, using a one and one- 
half inch cube of fat salt pork to 
try out in an iron frying p an ; add 
one sliced onion, fry for five min­ 
utes. 
Parboil four cupfuls of po­ 
tatoes cut into cubes for five min­ 
utes In boiling salted w ater; drain 
and put a layer of the potatoes in 
the bottom of the chowder kettle, 
add the chopped clams, sprinkle 
with salt and pepper, dredge with 
flour, add the rem aining potatoes, 
sprinkle again with salt and pepper 
and add two cupfuls of boiling wa­ 
ter. Cook ten minutes, add a quart 
of milk, the.soft part of the clams, 
and four tablespoonfuls of butter. 
Boll three minutes, then add eight 
milk crackers split and soaked in 
cold milk to moisten. 
Reheat the 
clam w ater and add a tablespoon­ 
ful of butter and flour cooked to­ 
gether. 
Add to the chowder just 
as It is ready to serve as the clam 
liquor has a tendency to curdle the 
milk. 
Lobster 
Chowder.—Remove the 
m eat from a two-pound lobster and 
cut into small dice. Cream two ta ­ 
blespoonfuls of butter, add the liver 
of the lobster (the green part) and 
two milk crack ers; scald a quart of 
milk with a slice of onion, remove 
the onion and add milk to the lob­ 
ster. Cook the body bones ten min­ 
utes In w ater to cover, strain and 
add to the chowder. 
Season with 
salt and pepper and serve at once. 
Corn Chowder.—Take a can of 
corn, four cupfuls of diced potatoes, 
one and one-half inch of salt pork, 
one sliced onion, four cupfuls of 
milk, eight crackers, three table- 
íf>oonfuls of butter and salt and 
pepper to taste. Combine as above.

other commodities and services, and 
also from the maladjustments which 
exists in the wheat industry itself.” 
Present low prices. Mr. Wallace 
said, were caused by the large w’orld 
pply of wheat for which there is 
aot an effective demand at higher 
price levels. 
He placed the world 
crop this year, outside of Russia at 
3,400,000.000 
bushels, 
exceeding 
last year’s production by 300,000.000 
bushels and the pre-war average by 
5OO»©OO,O0O. excluding Russia. 
The solution of present agricultu 
ral difficulties 
depends 
quite 
as 
much upon the efforts of farmers 
tl emselves as upon any government 
action.” the report continued. “There 
are fundamental and far 
reaching 
adjustment^ iD production and mark­ 
eting

farmers

must make as a part of a long time 
program. 
A survey of the situation 
indicates that well-considered acrion 
in a number of directions will brine 
wheat farmers a substantial measure 
of relief.”
